A territorial dispute similar to that 
in Venezuela, bnt in which this coun- 
try is far more directly concerned , is 
rapidly approaching the critical 
stage. That is, the question of the 
bourtdry line between Alaska and 
British Columbia. For several years 
jt has been s matter of negotiation be- 
tween the two Governments, and 
much has been publiahed on the aub- 
jei't. TJse letter and map which we 
print on another page of to-day’s pa- 
per present the salient features of the 
case with directness and lucidity, and 
arc to be commended to careful con- 
sideration. As will be seen, there is 
at present a well-defined boundary 
liue, accepted and contended for by 
tl.ia country. It was laid* down by 
the Treaty ol 1823, between Rnaaia 
and Great Britain. It was accepted 
Slid recognized without dispute by 
Russia, by Great Britain, by the Unit- 
ed Slates, by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, and by the Dominion ol Cana- 
da, down to 1887. Then the Csus- 
dian Government inddenly discover- 
ed it was all wrong. They declared 
tb.it the Treaty ol 1825 did not define 
the bouudry correctly; it was ambig- 
uous, snd was drawn by men who 
di.l not know what they were about. 
Fur example, it stya the line shall 
run np Portland Channel, when it 
really means Bcbm C'aanncl. How 
do we know the treoty»maken meant 
Bcbm when they said Portland? Be- 
cauae, aay the Canadians, Portland 
Chsnnel had not at that time been 
n.imed. Really, it acenis, to a mere 
Yankee, strange that the negotiations 
ol that treaty shonld have mentioned 
by name, aa a well-known thing.

To 
the end, therefore, that we*may with 
thankful hearts unite in extolling the 
loving care of our Heavenly Father, 
I, Grover Cleveland, President oFthe 
United States, do hereby appoint and 
set apart Thurlday, thetweiity-eighth 
day of the present month, to be kept 
and observed by all our people. 

"On that day lef ns forego ourusnsl 
occupations, and In onr sccnatomed 
places of worship join in rendering 
thanks to the Giver of every good 
and perfect gilt for the bonnteoas le- 
retnms that have rewarded onr la- 
bors in the fields and in the busy 
marts of trade; for the peace andorder 
that have prevailed thronghout the 
land; for our protection from pesti- 
lence and dire calamity, and foe other 
blesainga that have been showered 
upon us from an open hand. 

"And with our thanksgiving, let 
ns humbly beseech the Lord to *0 in- 
cline the hearts of the people unto 
Him that He will not leave ns not 
forsake u* as a nation, bnt will con- 
tinue to ns His mercy and protsctlng 
care, guiding us in the path oi n*< 
tional prosperity and happinesa, im- 
buing ua with rectitode and virtue 
and keeping alive within ns apatriot- 
ic love for the free Instiintion which 
have given to ns our national heri- 
tage. 

"And let us also on the day of our 
thanksgiving especially remember 
the poor and needy, and by deeds of 
charity let ua show the sincerity of 
our gratitude. In witness whereof I 
have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United States 
to be affixed. 

"Done at the city of Washington 
this fourth day of November, in the 
year of onr Lord, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-five, and in the 
one hundred and twentieth year of 
the independeaMof the United States.
